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There were 3.8 days suitable for ficldwork last week. Soil moisture was rated 44 percent short, 49 percent
adeguate, and 7 percent surplus. Pasture was rated 76 percemt of normal, The main farm acuvities were
planting for winter pastures and harvesting cotton, corn, and soybeans. Some farmers are encountering insect
and weed problems in soybeans and winter pastuzres are still in need of more rain.
